T't a-e rather fortunate in the United States in that officers repre- 
senting the federal Ccvernner.t and the various State Governments throughout 
the United States have the right to fingerprint any person they arrest. We 
have today in cur fingerprint files in Washington, collected through the vol- 
untary cooperation of thousands of law enforcement agencies throughout our 
country and in all parts of the *orld, itcre than seven million sets of finger- 
prints, the largest fingerprint bureau in the world. Although we receive an 
average of 4 rOO sets of fingerprints every d-y, we are able to identify these 
incoming sets of fingerprints with prints aljr-^dy filed in our more than seven 
trillion nets, in less than five minutes* time. During the calendar year 1936

We never close a case 
on ar. escaped federal prisoner until we catch a rear, or until we car. prove 
definitely that he is dead, preferably ty his f ingerpr ir.ts . Twenty-five 
years went by. In the Fall cf 19Id, a mar was arrested in Alberta Province, 
T&r.a da , for shooting game out cf season. C&riJj is one of the 7f. countries 
which exchanges f ir.gerpr ir.ts with us. The Canadian officials sent his finger- 
prints tc us at Washington and there, a quarter of a century later, we found 
our esc-p-ed federal prisoner through his fingerprints . 

We don’t pick up fugitives every day *hc have been sought for 
twenty-five years, but »e dr identify, through their f incerprints , more than 
E>X wanted fugitives every month, that is ir. excess of 6, OX war ted fugitives 
a year, for local law enforcement agencies throughout the United States and 
foreign countries. 


There is a mar. today serving time in the Wisconsin State Feniten- 
ti&ry in my country. We sent his fingerprints to several foreign countries 
and, as a result, there are several foreign countries represented here today 
that seek him for similar crimes. It will be quite interesting to note which 
country will extradite him when he complete? his sentence in the United States. 

As you can easily surmise, it is quite a job to search an incoming 
fingerprint card through cur .-.-ore than ;?ev«n million fingerprint- cards on file.

out the United Stales in an effort tc assist local 1&* enf crooner.* agencies 
throughout the country ir de t-. -icing exactly what their particular crime prob- 
lems may be. During the calendar year 1935, we examined the police protection 
rate &r>3 the crime rate of £f cities, cf eve" 501,001 population, throughout 
the United States, divided these- cities into four classes cr groups. In 
Class I we j ] a : 3 those cities having 2.3 policemen per 1,000; in Class II we 
placed those cities having 1,8 p: I i cemen per 1.07)0, in Class III we placed those 
cities having 1.2 pclicoren per 1.000, and in Class IV those cities having an 
average of .9 of one policeman per 1,003 inhabitants.

of 2-3 policemen per 1,003, the Funder rate averaged 3.9 murders per 100,000.

Ir the case 
of robbery, the cities ir Class I, with £.3 pel icemen per 1,003, had a robbery 
rate of 50.9 per 100,003, while those cities ir Class III, with ar. average of 
1.2 policemen per 1,003, had a jobbery rate cf 88.3 robberies per 100,000, In 
the case of petty thefts, these cities in Class I, with 2,3 puli semen per 1,000 
protection, had &r average of 591.3 petty thefts per 100*000 inhabitants, while 
those cities in Claes IV, with only .9 of one policeman per 1,000, had ar aver- * 
age of 952.7 robberies per 100,000* and eo it went through the entire field of 
crime. In short, cur study shewed lather definitely that it 5e false economy for 
& city to decrease the number of its policemen and that, in the long run* a 
municipal 1 ty * county or state with inadequate police protection will pay through 
the nose in an increased crime rata.
